Even, item in the paper wag 
first written out laboriously in pencil, then set up. one letter at 
a time, by hand, and afterward printed on a small. *low-mo\inp 
j»ress, run by Gleam power, which had to creak and splutter for 
•n hour to disgorge 1200 of the dimintithc copic-. Today the 
••verage copy of The TRIBLNE contains forty pace? twenty- 
three by eighteen inches in si/e. More than 62.000 of them aro 
daily distributed among actual subscribers and purchasers. And 
vith the aid of presses which altogether can print more than 
72,000 forty-page copies an hour, six and sometimes more edi- 
tions are each day prepared in the time required for one fifty 
years ago.

•f gen-ing its readers and the community, that were undreamed- 
of when its first issue appeared on the streets of Oakland, just 
half a century ago today. 
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50 Vfeavs of Oa-Klaxid 
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IFTY years ago today Oakland was a sleepy town of a few 
thousand souls, situated far up an estuary, and nestling rusti- 


cally and unnoticed in the midst of a vast grove of oaks and 9 
scattering of pleasant orchards. 


Today it is a great seaport, with towering skyscrapers, •with 


nearly a third of a million inhabitants, where the din of com- 
merce and industry never ceases, and where the eyes of a con- 
tinent are turning day by day with increasing interest—an<f with 
increasing results in the way of more population, more giant in- 
dustries and world-wide commerce, and still greater interest from 
the outside world. 


That is what half a century of time has done in Oakland. The 


last half-century, that is; what the next will do. few have at- 
tempted to predict. 


Two things stand1 out as shaping for Oakland the stupendous 


j transformation of these past fifty years. One, the world, which 
has steadily pushed its age-old western migration finally to the 


j last great barrier—the Pacific. The other, Oakland's own com- 


i mantling position at the gateway between this immense new 


, western civilization and the rest of the world. 
| 
Something might be said here of Oakland's equable climate, 


and its acres and seres of land variously suited to^ industrial and 
residential purposes. But other cities have land and climate—• 
and yet remain tributary to Oakland simply because they do not 
happen to stand at the junction of the world's tw o greatest high* 
ways—the American transcontinental railways, and the Pacific 
ocean. 


GREAT CHANGE IS SEEN 


IN LAST FIFTY YEARS 


From a purely personal standpoint, however, there is another 


important factor in the great change that has come over Oakland 
in the past fifty years. That is the world's progress in the in- 
dustrial arts, which in this half-century more, perhaps, than in 
any preceding one has piled invention upon invention until it has 
made the smallest hamlet of today a scientific marvel compared 
with a metropolis of five decades ago. This has little to do with 
community growth or importance; but it has a lot to do with in- 
dividuals and their lii-ing conditions in the two periods half * 
century apart. 
Oakland without telephones, automobiles, or 


electric cars, paved streets or incandescent lights, was a far dif- 
ferent place to live in from the Oakland of today, regardless of its 
growth of population or the soaring height of its skyline. 


All these things sum up, then, to bridge the fifty-year gap 


between Oakland, the somnolent suburb of mid-Victorian sim- 
plicity that our grandfathers knew, and Oakland, the busy 
modern metropolis of today. And the picturing of some of the 
principal phases of this change, and the startling contrast* in- 
volved, is the aim of this Fiftieth Anniversary issue of The 
TRIBUNE.

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it may not be quite accurate to say that the accomplishment 


of these feats is the work of the entire fifty years. One of the 
roost characteristic features of Oakland's growth has been itt 
sharp upward curve within the more recent portion of the 
city's history. It was as thoudi recognition of Oakland'* po<» 
eibilities, long withheld, had suddenly broken through all -te- 
straining influences, and had brought about almost overnight 
more than had been achieved in the course of many years. 
Metropolitan Oakland, the city of lodav, is no! sc much the 
work of a nali-centur) as tLc work of a decade, bu.lt on a half* 
century foundation. 


It must not be forgotten that Oakland, as far as the later 


years of its history are concerned, is practically inseparable from 
the oilier cities of the Eastbay. 
This very fact is one of the 


striking incidents of its growth. For originally the town lay re» 
mote from all other communities, totally independent of them 
except in a casual and occasional way; and now the nearest of 
these early neighbors of Oakland are part of the city itself, and 
the more distant ones are so merged with il that none but a sur- 
veyor can tell where one begins and another leaves off. So the 
story of Oakland is the story of the Eastbay.

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Tribune Site 50 Years Ago 


In 1874 the dwelling picturcfl at the right occupied, the south- 


West corner of Thirteenth and Franklin streets, \vhere the new twenty- 
story skyscraper of The OAKLAND TRIBUNE now stands. 


It was the home of Rev. Henry Durant, LL. D., first president 


of the University of California, and, at the time The TRIBUNE 
was founded. Mayor of Oakland. Dr. Durant was a pioneer resident 
of Oakland, and was a. nationally known figure in educational and 
theological circles. 
He served as Mayor for two successive one- 


year terms—in 1874 and 1875. 
It was largely through the efforts 


of Dr. Dxirant that the state university was established as early as it 
was; and in recognition of his services in this regard, his name has 
been given to one of the principal avenues of Berkeley. 


At the time he lived in the house shown here, the educational 


institution over which he presided had not yet received recognition as 
a university, and was known as the College of California. 
It had 


about 700 students. 
Its buildings and grounds occupied the four 


blocks bounSed by Franklin, Harrison, Twelfth, and Fourteenth 
streets, and Dr. Durant's residence, which fronted 
on Franklin 


street, faced the college campus.

The copy from which this reproduction was made, hangs in the of- 


fice of the publisher of The TRIBUNE, and is the only one in 


existence.

Because there were no telephones in those days, the publishers, wEsf 


were also the reporters, had to walk around town picking up their 


items of news, which fact, together with the uneventful history of: 


Oakland in that period, may account for the small amount of "Iive": 


news. 
Every word of copy had to be written out in longhand, and 


then set up in,type by hand, at a speed of about a column.and;a 


half a day, which no doubt did a lot to encourage the brevity that. 


appears throughout the paper. 
After that, an old-fashioned flat-" 


bed press struck the papers off at a speed of 750 an hour. The 


average-sized TRIBUNE today is from eighty to ninety times larger 


than the first one, and 36,000 of them can be run off-the huge, 


high-speed presses in an hour.

Ther«._are in direct sun- 
light certain rays which are in- 
visible, called ultra violet because 
they are beyond the blue and vio- 


J let rays of the spectrum. These 
ultra violet rays are certainly $;•!£ 
stuff for the little Eh"av«rs, who, 
even among peopl« not 
actually 


poverty stricken, nor even 
unin- 


formed in the ordinary sense of 
the word, are too much "protected'* 
from sunlight in all seasons. I j» 
not mean to suggest that the ba' 
be exposed to sunburn or even sun- 
stroke, but merely that the bab> 
can stand at least as much expos- 
ure as his mother can and need* 
the ultra violet energy for the busi- 
ness of growing strong, healthy 
bones, not to mention other appur« 
tenances which thrive when t«ei« 
is no sunlight famine. 


The prevalence or nonets amons 


negro children in the cities is prob- 
ably attributable to the lack «f 
sunshine and to the fact that ifte 
pigment of the negro skin snax* 
out the ultra violet rays even when 
there is a little sunshine for the 
baby. 


I hope no reader will confuse 


ultra violet rays or light with «o- 
ealled "violet ray" toys. Of coufse 
there is nothing but amusement ta 
those playthings for the gu!HW«. 
Ultra violet rays or light apparatus 
can be safely used only by a phy- 
sician.

light is obtainable from the arc 
lamp, but the

quartz lamp is more practicable for 
therapeutic purposes.
